FOUIiTII PART. 


Writlmfor Hie Oettirstiura Compiler. 


The solutioa of the problem of a way 


through the Arctic Ocean to the Indies, 
sought through many an arduous strug- 
gle during the course of three hundred 
years, is still to be classed among the 
hidden things of nature, but efforts were 
not relaxed in that direction as well as 
I he prosecution of the discovery of the 
fate of Sir John Franklin and his devot- 
ed followers. 


In 1850, the flrst American expedition 


was dispatched and known as the' Grin- 
nell Expedition," under the able com- 
mand of Lieutenant De Haven. The 
"Advance" and "Rescue" sailed from 
New York on May 24th, 1850, and ar- 
rived at Beechy Island on August 25th. 
On the 27th there met at Beechy Island, 
as if drawn by an irresistable instinct, 
ten of thesearching vessels. But though 
the debris of Sir John Franklin's party 
was unmistakable, the searchers looked 
in vain for any record or document of 
any description. Nothing was found to 
indicate which way they had taken when 
breaking up their winter quarters, but it 
is not impossible that some writing realy 
remained 
undiscovered, 
concealed 


among the SLOWS of five winters. Dr. 
Kane, who at that time accompanied De 
Haven as surgeon, discovered what he 
thought to be traces of heavily ladeu 
sledges, and judged from their direction 
that Franklin had gone north, and that, 
through Wellington channel, had reach- 
ed the Polar basin, and in this direction 
the "Advance" sailed as far as it was 
possible to proceed. Dr. Kane's daring 
on this occasion earned for him, among 
the British officers, the sobriquet of the 
"Ifad Yankee." 


Xo more relics were discovered at this 


time of Franklin and his party. But on 
the first of July, 1857, the steam yacht 
"Fox," which had been fitted out by 
Lady Franklin's persistent effor's, for a 
final aud conclusive search under the 
command of her devoted friend, the ex- 
perienced Arctic Explorer, Captain II<r 
Clintock, who sailed from Aberdeen. 
He met with a most unparallel and pro- 
voking delay during his first season, by 
getting entangled in pack ice in conse"- 
quence of the following winter setting 
in earlier than usual, and he drifted for 
eight months and was carried back with 
the current eleven hundred and ninety- 
four geographical miles, the longest and 
most extraordinary on record until we 
come to that of Captain Tyson and liis 
companions, which was fifteen hundred 
miles, and under the greatest contrast of 
circumstances. After escaping wreck, 
hair breadth escapes and avoiding the 
crush of pack ice, the little "Fox"strug- 
gled westward and finally reached the 
west land off the entrance of Lancaster 
Sound. Working his way southwester- 


reading of voyages and travels to have a 
map at hand to refer to. Ocular demon- 
stration assists the mind in retaining 
more vividly what has been read, besides 
it is a good way to study geography. 


Captain Richard Collinson was ap- 
pointed as senior officer and leader of 
the expedition, to the "Enterprise," and 
Commander Robert Le Mesurier Mc- 
Clure to the "Investigator." There was 
no lack of volunteers for arctic service 
amongst officers and men in the winter 
of 1849-50. So sanguine was the feeling 
of the whole nation that by the 10th of 
January, 3850, the vessels were enabled 
to put to sea from the river Thames 
with a full complement of men. No 
grass was allowed to grow under their 
feet, the vast distance between England 
and Behring Strait had to be traversed 
by way of Cape Horn, in deep-laden 
bluff-bowed ships. All knew there was 
a weary six-months voyage before they 
could reach the ice. and that the loss of 
a month by accident or neglect, might 
cause the highway they sought, from 
Behring Strait to Melville Island, to be 
closed against them. They put into 
Plymouth for some slight repairs, and 
on the 20th of January the squadron 
weighed anchor and sailed thence with a 
fair and fresh wind. Such articles as 
were not ready at the time of sailing 
were ordered to be sent to the Sandwich 
Islands, via Panama. 


In about three months the "Investi- 
gator" sighted the Cape of "Virgins," 
which marks the eastern entrance of the 
Straits of Magellen. Having entered 
the Strait, Captain MeClure learned that 
the "Enterprise" had already passed in, 
and on rounding Cape Frowards, they 
found the "Enterprise" at anchor in 
Fortescue Bay. They found the British 
steamer Gorgon there also, and by her 
aid the two sailing vessels were towed 
until they passed Cape Tillar, the west- 
ern boundary of the Strait. 
When they 


found themselves in the broad Pacific 
the two vessels separated never to meet 
again. 


On July 20th the snow-capped peak of 


Monakea. on tho Island of On-hyhee, 
showed itself, and announced that at 
last they were nearing a port, after a sea 
voyage of 15.000 miles, and anchored 
mit-icle the reefs of Honolulu Harbor. 
The "Enterprise," Captain Collinson, 
had already, it appeared, called at this 
port, and hart replenished and gone on, 
in prosecution of his instructions. On 
leaving port, after receiving on board 
necessary supplies, Captain McClure 
took the direct route for the Aleutian 
Islands, hoping to overtake Captain Col- 
linson before lie reached the 'Plover" 
depot ship, then in charge of Command- 
er Moone, and stationed about Kotzebue 
Sound. 
Favored by strong and fair 


winds the "Investigator" made rapid 
progress to the Northward, although 
dense fogs gave the Captain much anx- 
iety, lest they should be carried east or 
weit of that channel through the Aleu- 
tian chain of Isles, for which they were 
endeavoring to steer. On the 16th day 
the mist lifted sufficiently to show a

ly through Prince Regent, inlet, Captain 
McClintock navigated his vessel through 
and to a point nearBellatStraitand then 
started exploring parties in all directions 
on sledges, the Captain himself taking a 
south course along the west coast of 
Boothia, and reached the position of the 
magnetic pole, and not far from this he 
gained the flrst intelligence, in March, 
1859, of the object of his search by ob- 
serving on the dress of one ofthe natives. 
whom he met a naval button, which the 
native said came from some white peo- 
ple who were starved upon an island 
near by. AVith this as a clue, after some 
further search, all that is now known of 
this ill fated expedition was discovered. 


Captain McClintock in his journey of 


25 days travelled 360 geographical or 420 
English mile.3, and completed the dis- 
covery of the coast-line of Continental 
America, thereby adding 120 miles to 
existing charts. The mean temperature 
throughout the journey was 6(P below 
the freezing point of water. 


Sir John Franklin and his one hundred 


and forty followers were tbe forlorn hope 
of the Northwest Passage. By the sacri- 
fice of their lives, they bave secured to 
their countrymen an honor that perhaps 
might otherwise never have been won, 
for it was in seeking for them that Cap- 
tain McClure and his gallant officers and 
crew succeeded, for the first time in the 
annals of the world, in passing from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic Ocean. The 
Northwest Passage would in all proba- 
bility never have 'been discovered but 
for the devotion to duty of Franklin, 
his officers and men; they each volun- 
teered for that duty, and fell in the per- 
formance of it. Captain McClure and 
his followers can well afford tosurrendei 
cheerfully to the illustrious dead that 
share of the honor reaped which is the 
due of those who left on the "Embus" 
and "Terror," and the friends who 
mourn the loss of those who perished in 
gallantly endeavoring to perform what 
the "Investigator" so happily effected, 
may still point with pride to the Polar 
Regions, and say—"there is their monu- 
ment, a silent witness of their heroism 
and determination to do their duty.'1 


The Arctic Discovery Squadron, Cap- 


tain Sir James Ross, had hardly return- 
ed from its perilous operations of 1848 
and 1849, when it was at once determin- 
ed by the English Government to re- 
eqnip the vessels, in order that they 
might resume the search after Sir John 
Franklin's missing ships by tbe way of 
Behring Strait. The "Enterprise" and 
"Investigator," had failed in their at- 
tempt to get westward of Leopold Island 
in 1849, and returned to England before 
the Arctic seas became generally sealed 
up for that season. Tempestrtossed and 
ice-worn though they were, yet the dock 
yard work soon put them in proper con- 
dition for once more resuming then- con- 
test with floe and iceberg. Before we 
proceed to describe the voyages of these 
two ships, we would advise the young 
readers of the COMPILER to prepare 
themselves with a good map of the 
Western hemisphere, and particularly 
of the Northern regions thereof, as 
some of the parties will traverse the 
whole length of the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, making a complete circuit by 
way of the Straitsof Magellen, Hawaiian 
Islands, Behriug Strait and the New 
Passage to be discovered to the place of 
starting. In fact it is always well when 


bluff point, with a detached rock lying 
off it. They we; e swept rapidly along 
in a tide race with a fair wind, and bad 
only time to observe, on the bow, the 
western 
extreme of the Island of 


Tcnunam. It was but a momentary 
glimpse, and tbia was all they saw of 
the Aleutian chain; but when certain of 
being clear of, and north of them, the 
"Investigator" was steered direct for 
Gove Island. 


On July 29th, 18-50 the Arctic Circle 


was crossed. Arctic sights now rapidly 
accumulated to 
interest the 
many 
novices in the ship and to awaken in 
the mind of her commander recollec- 
tions of his former trying and unsuccess- 
ful voyage on the opposite side of Amer- 
ica into that same frozen sea. The first 
to greet them after they had been swept 
into Kotzebue Sound was the "Plover." 
The eager query of how long since the 
"Enterprise" had gone to the north- 
ward y was answered that she had not 
been seen at all. This the officers of the 
"Investigator1 presumed might be ac- 
counted tor -from the dense fog which 
had lately prevailed having prevented 
her being seen. The "Plover" informed 
them that the Polar ice was so deniely 
packed f.om Wamwright inlet upon the 
American coast to latitude 7P 30' north,

Her 
object in cruising about the strait was 
mainly the hope of falling in with the 
squadron ot Sir John Franklin, should 
either of his ships have accomplished the 
passage from the Atlantic to Ihe Pacific 
ocean; but the "Herald" likewise did 
good service in correcting the charts of 
this neighborhood, and in adding ma- 
terially to our geographical knowledge.

at Washington on the 14th state that 
the triumph of the government of Brazil 
over the insurrection has been sealed 
by an act of executive clemency. Pres 
ident Peixoto has issued a proclamation 
decreeing amnesty for the rebel sailors 
and soldiers who surrendered uncon- 
ditionally recently, giving up without 
firing a shot, ail the ships and fortified 
positions in the bay which had been in 
possession of the insurgents. 


But at the same time he, in effect 


pronounces sentence of d-ath upon 
Admiral DaGama, Admiral Dellello 
and all the officers associated with them 
in the rebellion. 


The President does notcondemn them 
to be shot in so many words. He sim- 
ply announces his determination to sub- 
ject them to court martial. The con- 
demned chief of the revolt will have to 
be caught, however, before the death 
penalty can be inflicted. 


Sympathizers with the insurrection 
loudly denounce Admiral DaGama for 
cownrdice and bad faith in running 
awa.y. The government loyal squadron 
bred a salute to-day in honor of Admiral 
-tsenham, m command of the squadron 
o£ the United States warships. After- 
wards the American and Brazilian ad- 
mirals exchanged visits. 


To Secretary Herbert the surrender 


means the ability to relieve most of the 
American sailors, who have endured 
much hardship and exposure to yellow 
fever, from further service at Rio, and 
to utilize the ships now there for duty 
in other p:aces. It also means a consid- 
erable saving to the Xavy Department 
for the maintenance of the large fleet at 
Rio has been very expensive. Xobody 
knows what Mello will do now. He 
may join the insurgents at Desterro or 
he may go to Uruguay or Argentine 
and surrender his ships. It is suspected 
by naval officers that DaGama has been 
made a scapegoat by Mello. 


Hunting in China, 


Foreigners have found much sport in 


hunting in China, and much sorrow too. 
Those who have brought Hue dogs out 
with them complain that their dogs die 
of the mange from having to wade 
through dirty streams and ponds. Some 
die from what is called worms in tbe 
beart, while others become deaf from a 
grass seed that gets in their ears, or lame 
from a seed that works its way into the 
foot and up into the leg before it comes 
out. Last, not least, if care is not taken, 
the poor beast is nearly eaten up with 
ticks. As for the hunters, they complain 
bitterly of mosquitoes. 


There is another trouble in most parts 


of China, and that is in a land like this, 
where armies almost raise from the 
ground where one stamps his foot, it is 
dangerous to shoot, for no one knows 
just how many luckless Chimamen may 
be in range of the gun, though perhaps 
none at that time may be seen, but for 
all that fine bags of duck, geese, snipe, 
bustard (China's wild turkey), wood- 
cock, quail and pheasants are killed. 
These sportsmen are not missionaries, 
but sailors and merchants. Some mis- 
sionaries, when passing through these 
regions, leave their jolty carts and lay in 
a fine supply of duck and bustard for 
their families and thus make a pleasure 
of u hat perhaps would be a very hard 
and unpleasant journey. 


The Chinese can hardly l« called hunt- 


ers, although the emperors and wealthy 
men of leisure have always shown some 
taste for the chase. Three miles south of 
Peking there is a walled imperial hunt- 
ing park, which is some 50 miles in cir- 
cumference. It contains large meadow 
stock with antelope, deer and rabbits 
In tlie park there is one species of deer 
that is not known to exist in any other 
part of the globe. Chinese ancient his- 
tory tells us of some famous hunters and 
fisherman. But the Chinese are by no 
means given to the chase as a rule, per- 
haps because the people are too busy 
and partly because the sale and manu- 
facture of firearms are restricted. 


Daring the winter season we can buy 


all tbe ducks, pheasants and rabbits we 
want. They are caught in traps, driven 
into a net, caught with dogs or shot with 
a gun. There is other game—the musk- 
wolf and the fox. The first is sought for 
its fur and also for the fine hair ir Us 
tail, which is used in the Chinese writ- 
ing brushes. The last named animal - 
the fox—is a sacred animal. It is be-

There is now a great railway system 


in the course of construction, which 
will girdle the Holy Land from one end 
to the other. A French company has 
secured a concession for a line from 
Beyroot to Damascus and has already 
commenced work on a narrow guage 
road. An English syndicate is now 
building a railway from Haifa to Da- 
mascus, which will be about 140 miles 
long, starting from Haifa, finding its 
way along the northern base ot the 
range of Carmel to the plain of Esharion 
through the valley east of Nazareth. 
Leaving Mount Tabor it will cross the 
River Jordan on a trestle, and then to 
the point known as Majemeh, where the

the southern shore of Galilee and almost 
without a curve along the famous wheat 
region, Biblically known as the plains 
of Bashan. thence to the southern gate 
of Damascus.— St. Louis Sepullic.

Traveling through this country one of- 
ten sees a man in the villages and towns 
with a savage looking hawk on his arm. 
ihese birds are trained for the chase and 
become perfectly manageable. They 
are kept inline condition, and if a feather 
happens to fall out of the bird's tail dur- 
ing the time he is most used it is re- 
placed, for the Chinese believe that the 
flight ot a bird or at least his move- 
ment to right or left or rapid descent 
depends much on the tail. Let us im- 
agine our party starting out for a day's 
sport mounted on horses, men dressed in 
long flowing garments, with dogs, whip 
in one hand and the hawk upon the left 
arm or shoulder. They do not leave 
some feudal castle with gates and walls 
and drawbridges, but some uninviting 
one-story building. The dogs, which 
are well trained as well as the hawks 
are tied so they cannot run about as they 
^please and spoil the fun. Away they go 
across the fields, with no fences to 
bother 
They ride where they please 
and as fast as they please. 


When a rabbit jumps up, the fun be- 


eins. The dogs aud hawk Hre let loose. 
Then, with whoop aud hurrah, belter 
skeker, away go horse, rider and rabbit 
who outruns them all. But at this time 
the hawk makes a swoop down upon its 
prey, and with its talons gives the poor 
victim a blow that knocks it down. The 
rider and dogs are still in hot pursuit 
The hawk rises in the air and then makes 
another swoop down upon the rabbit 
much to the delight of the "sportsman 
and knocks the poor animal a-whirling. 
But the rabbit is soon up and at it again 
but is soon foiled by the bird and caught 
by the dogs. The bird return to its 
master's arms to wait until another rab- 
bit, or hare, for they are more properly 
hares, is sighted, and then the run be- 
gins again. Sometimes tbe rabbit, or 
hare, seeing the odds are against him 
prefers to fight rather than to run.—Cor 
Louisrille Courier Journal.

gin to receive its subsidy until next 
October.

His recent misfortunes incurred at the 
November and February elections were 
Waterloos for which neither he, nor his 
organization, was responsible. No man 
m his position could have procured any 
different result. Financial depression 
impatience at Congress in affording the 
promised relief from oppressive, un- 
reasonable taxation imposed by the Mc- 
Kinley bill and its kindred predecessors 
brought about such an apathy among 
Democratic voters of the State that no 
1-ower resulting from a State organiza- 
tion could have persuaded them to the 
polls.

In 


selecting county officials the Eepablican 
Commissioners entirely ignored the 
claims of his comrades for the selection 
of Adam Black, a good soldier, a defeat- 
ed candidate and a competent applicant 


to members of Congress, but he has been 
careful to express no opinion since the 
bill has been pending in Congress, and 
now those who are usually well informed 
express the belief that the President will 
in deference to the large number of 
Democrats who voted Jtor the bill in 
both House and Senate, allow the bill to 
become a law without his signature, thus 
«iving them the benefit of the doubt in 
his mind as to the wisdom of the bill. 


The Democratic members of the Sen- 


ate Finance committee bad to resort to 
the very unusual expedient of asking the 
committee to adopt a resolution pledging 
each member to secrecy while the tariff 
bill is under consideration before they 
could stop the making public by the BB- 
publican Senators of everything said and 
done at the committee meetings. Since 
the adoption of that resolution very lit- 
tle has leaked out of the committee room. 
The Democrats on the committee wish, 
in accordance with Senatorial custom, to 
reach an agreement with the Republicans 
on the committee as to when the bill 
shall be reported and when the Senate 
shall begin its consideration. This they 
have up to this time been unable to do, 
owing to the unreasonable demands of 
the Republicans who act as though they 
represented the majority instead of the 
minority. The Democrats will wait uu- 
tfl next week and if the Bepublicans 
continue obstinate will then report the 
bill and make their own arrangements 
as to when the debate shall begin. The 
Democrats on the committee are still 
confident that the bill will become a law 
by June 30. 


It may be necessary to change the 


wording of the clause of the tariff bill 
which repeals the reciprocity law, on ac- 
count of the marked difference among 
Democratic Senators as to what would 
be the effect if the bill becomes a law as 
it now stands. Senator Voorhees says it 
will repeal the law but will not affect 
the treaties made under that law; while 
Senators Vest, Caffrey and others say 
that the repeal of the law will abrogate 
the treaties. 
This is a very serious 


question to tlie sugar makers; also in its 
effect upon the revenue expected from 
the tariff bill, inasmuch as about two- 
thirds of the foreign sugar we use will 
come in free, regardless of the duty im- 
posed by the tariff bill, if the treaties 
•now in existence, including that with 
Hawaii, are to continue in force. The 
Senate Finance committee has inserted 
a clause in the tariff bill providing for 
the abrogation of the treaty with Hawaii, 
but it will be opposed by Democratic 
Senators and it is by no means certain 
that it will be in the bill when it is 
passed. 


Secretary Herbert welcomes tlie op- 


portunity given him by the House to of- 
ficially lay before that body and the 
country all of the facts connected with 
tlie fine imposed upon the Carnegie steel 
company because of its failure to keep 
the armor platea it made for the govern- 
ment up to the highest possible standard 
of quality. The facts are all creditable 
to Secretary Herbert aud to President 
Cleveland who stood behind him. There 
is a popular misapprehension concerning 
those armor plates which caused the 
contractors to be fined. They were not 
defective. 
They all came within the 


contract requirements, but they were be- 
low the best standard that the contract- 
ors could produce; hence the fine.

Kepresentative Ilarter urged the church 
to conform to its service, stop its dissen- 
sions, adopt the Lutheran robe for its 
ministers and extend its influnce and 
ful- 


fill its destiny.
